Stop and Go 


Walkers, bikers, and drivers arrived in September to find 
their commutes altered by a new set of traffic lights over the 
intersection of Parker Street and Route 9, which were 
installed over the summer.

Criticisms and confusion aside, though, the 
lights definitely help to organize a messy intersection and 
eliminate much of the guesswork for pedestrians trying to 
cross Parker Street. 





This year, Newton South took its security measures to the next level and 
issued ID cards that teachers are required to carry throughout the school. 
Ms. Alimenti, a math teacher, thinks that the IDs are an important measure 
towards ensuring the safety of students and faculty at South: “[It’s risky] to 
leave some unlocked and some locked, because of people coming and 
going.” 

Some teachers, however, feel that the cards are unnecessary. The 
cards all have bar codes which grant teachers access to a lock system 
which is in place at many Newton elementary schools, but not at Newton 
South.

Every year, the One School, One Book program, an all-school event,

A: During that time, we've seen changes in terms of student travel...Ms.
